The moneys the California Medical Association may 
said classified held three funds: (1) Admin- 
istrative (California Medical Association) (2) Reserves 
(“Trustees The California Medical (3) 
Custodial (Indemnity Defense Fund). The current main- 
tenance the first administrative fund, the chief sources 
income for this allocation being the dues from 6,100 
members, plus the advertising income from the official jour- 
nal, CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN The second 
reserve fund contains the resources vested the separate 
corporation known the “Trustees The California 
Medical Association,” body that came into existence 
May, 1930, with function hold trust certain reserve re- 
sources transferred into its keeping from time time 
the Council the California Medical Association. The 
third fund (Indemnity Defense Fund) consists partial 
residual interest moneys held trust until about 
November, 1944. The “Indemnity Defense Fund”? repre- 
sents the balance the treasury December 1923, 
that separate group that was organized the year 1916 
aid the protection physicians who might have adverse 
verdicts, with indemnity judgments, rendered against them. 
The physicians who had joined this group voluntarily paid 
ten dollars annually provide additional indemnity defense 
for themselves case malpractice suit verdicts. was 
found necessary discontinue the plan 1923.

(having area 9,991 square miles and population 
6,555) and Mono County (having area 3,030 square 
miles and population 1,360). Much the drainage 
basins these two counties (which the California Legis- 
lature are represented senatorial representative the 
State Senate forty members) today owned the City 
Los Angeles, which draws much its water supply 
from the Owens River Valley. March the Associ- 
ation Secretary, with officers the Los Angeles County 
Medical Association, journeyed the city Bishop, 
Inyo County, aid the organization the Inyo-Mono 
Medical Society. The new organization will submit its 
petition for charter component county society the 
California Medical Association the annual session 
held Del Monte May 1-4, 1939.

Special Problems and Work: 


During the last twelve months, the California Medical 
Association has been confronted with larger number 
special problems than usual. Among such may men- 
tioned: 

State Humane Pound Act.—The story the splendid 
victory over the antivivisectionists has been told the 
OFFICIAL The end-results were tribute the 
splendid endeavor members component 
county societies and the women’s auxiliaries and other 
friends medical research. regrettable that the battle 
should have drawn heavily the Association’s funds, 
but the expenditure was unavoidable, because the issues 
stake were such vital nature. Thanks are extended 
the many workers all counties the State, who gave 
such efficient aid the distribution literature and sup- 
plies sent out the Central Office. 

Medical Service Plans and the Special Session. The 
sustained interest during the last decade the California 
Medical Association and its members the important 
problem distribution medical service found expression 
gates. Resulting therefrom came the formulation 
medical service based periodic payment basis, the prin- 
ciples which had long been under consideration. Later, 
“California Physicians’ came into being. The 
story the progress and activities that organization, 
recently incorporated, has appeared the Jour- 
NAL. The legal and other forms and all correspondence 
relation the new plan which had been accumulated the 
Central Office were turned over the California Physi- 
cians’ Service when the latter organization established its 
headquarters 602 Mills Building, San Francisco. 

Postgraduate Work.—The plans for postgraduate work 
have received much attention and the groundwork has been 
laid for clinical conferences many portions the State, 
and allocation topics, speakers, and dates are awaiting 
decision. This large work itself, for not easy 
arrange the times guest speakers and physician au- 
diences, that the presentations may made always 
with equal convenience for all concerned. ask guest 
speakers leave their private professional work for one 
several days, and journey considerable distances, re- 
quires, fairness, that the physicians the communities 
visited shall likewise-do their part. The transporta- 
tion schedules certain conference teams are now being 
studied. The county societies requested, 
that each place the experience with clinical conference 
may sufficiently favorable lay the foundation for con- 
tinued interest graduate courses. Since the Association 
Secretary also the secretary the Committee Post- 
graduate Activities, will make for greater ease out- 
lining plans all arrangements are made through the 
Central Office, 450 Sutter Street, San Francisco. 

Department Public Relations—Because the seri- 
ousness major problems such those above enumerated, 
the Department Public Relations has not been actiye 
during the last twelve months matters lesser policy. 
Plans are the making, however, bring back the 
Department the consideration problems and policies ger- 
main its function. 

Visitation Tours—In the month November, the 
Association Secretary accompanied President William 
Roblee visitation tour county societies north the 
Sacramento River, the Oregon line, and then down 
along the coast. Subsequently, January, company with 
President-elect Charles Dukes, similar tour was made 
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the county societies located the southern section 
California, down the Mexican border. And still later, 
company with district councilors, most the counties 
the central portion the State were visited. Naturally, 
everywhere, most the conferences dealt with medical 
service plans. The visiting officers are deeply appreciative 
the cordial manner which they were received. There 
can little doubt the value this important field 
work, making for harmonious outlook and unified effort 
the medical profession California.

REPORT THE LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


the President and the House Delegates: 


Each year finds the medical profession, such, sub- 
jected more and more pressure and increasingly violent 
assaults from organized minorities one type another. 
late, certain special interest groups have seemingly 
acquired measure control over government, that 
the profession may the future faced with govern- 
mental intrusion addition the activities private 
groups. may expected, each additional controversy 
involving the medical profession necessarily increases and 
extends the duties and labors performed your 
attorney and his staff. 


For the past several years, the report the legal depart- 
men has shown increase the volume legal work 
undertaken behalf the Association. This year 
necessary, once again, state that the activities the legal 
department are necessarily the increase. 


will endeavor review the past year’s work 
briefly possible, and the same time hope convey 
accurate picture the various questions referred, and 
the duties performed. 


Corporate department’s reports for the 
past several years have contained paragraphs devoted 
the subject corporate practice. Last year reported 
that there was then pending before the California Supreme 
Court action entitled “People the State California 
the relation the Board Medical Examiners vs. 
Pacific Health Corporation,” and that the action involved 
the right lack right the Pacific Health Corpora- 
tion stock corporation organized for profit) furnish 
the services selected panel physicians its policy- 
holders. also reported that, the direction the 
Council, had prepared written briefs support the 
position the Attorney-General, which was that the 
Pacific Health Corporation was unlawfully engaged 
the corporate practice medicine. September, 1938, the 
California Supreme Court, 4-3 decision, decided that 
the Pacific Health Corporation was engaged the cor- 
porate practice medicine and that such practice was 
unlawful. The four justices were the opinion that 
the position the Attorney-General and this office was 
correct, and they also were apparently the opinion that 
nonprofit corporation defraying the costs medical 
service periodic payment basis, and not restricting 
patients’ freedom choice physician, would not 
engaged the corporate practice medicine. This decision 
the California Supreme Court the utmost sig- 
nificance because California Physicians’ Service, which 
was formed pursuant the direction the House 
Delegates its special meeting December, 1938, 
nonprofit corporation providing complete freedom choice 
physician and undertaking defray the costs medical 
care periodic payment basis. 


the decision the California Supreme Court, 
Pacific Health Corporation petitioned the Supreme Court 
the United States for writ certiorari. However, 
the United States Supreme Court recently denied the writ, 
that the present time the decision the California 
court final and conclusive. 


County May, 1938, the Chairman the 
appointed committee, which Dr. Henry 
Rogers chairman, confer with representatives the 
various farm groups this state for the purpose reach- 
ing solution the apparent differences opinion which 
seemed exist between the medical profession and farm 
organizations. Doctors Rogers, Packard, Anderson and 
Emmons arranged and held several conferences with farm 
organization representatives and your general counsel and 
Mr. Hassard, one his associates, attended each them. 
Many legal problems have arisen connection with this 
subject, and great deal time has necessarily been spent 
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the committee and the legal department their con- 
sideration. The satisfactory progress made this effort 
solve the county hospital and other related problems will, 
doubt, reported Doctor Rogers for the Committee 
Farm Organization Conferences, and Doctor Pack- 
ard for the Committee County Hospitals. 

Compensation department’s re- 
port for the year 1937 contained résumé our activities 
the case “Pacific Employers Insurance Company vs. 
Industrial Accident Commission and Kenneth Tator.” 
that time reported that, the direction the Council, 
your general counsel and Mr. Hassard appeared before the 
California Supreme Court behalf several physicians 
who had rendered professional services injured em- 
ployee, employed Massachusetts, but injured Cali- 
fornia, and whose right receive compensation 
nia being questioned. also reported that the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court had decided favor the injured 
employee and the physicians; that is, the Supreme Court 
had decided that compensation was payable California. 
Subsequent our last report, the insurance company in- 
volved has appealed the Supreme Court the United 
States. The case was argued orally before the United 
States Supreme Court Attorney Frank Creede, rep- 
resenting Mr. Tator, and Attorney Everett Corten, repre- 
senting the Industrial Accident Commission California, 
December, 1938. The case has been fully briefed and 
now awaiting decision the United States Supreme Court. 

Engelking vs. Carlson (Res Loquitur this 
case the question law involved substantially fol- 
lows: there inference negligence which evidence 
favor the plaintiff every malpractice action 
ing alleged injury received during the course major 
surgical operation? The trial court decided that there was 
such inference negligence, but appeal the District 
Court Appeal held otherwise. Immediately after the 
decision the District Court Appeal, acting pursuant 
the direction the Council, joined with the attorneys 
for the defendant physician effort secure hearing 
before the Supreme Court California. petition for 
hearing was prepared and filed, and your general counsel 
and Mr. Hassard prepared brief amici curiae sup- 
port the petition for hearing and presented the 
Supreme Court. The petition was granted and the case 
was transferred the Supreme Court, thus automatically 
terminating the opinion the District Court Appeal. 
The case was orally argued before the Supreme Court 
late 1938, your general counsel appearing court 
behalf the defendant physician (at the request coun- 
sel for the physician). The case now under submission 
and decision may expected the near future. This 
case vital importance all surgeons and the medi- 
cal profession generally, because, decided against 
the defendant, will further increase the scope the 
doctrine res ipsa loquitur and thereby place terrific 
burden and, our opinion, unjust responsibility upon 
all physicians and surgeons undertaking perform surgi- 
cal operations. 

Osteopathic the past year several prob- 
lems have arisen with respect the rights and privileges 
osteopaths and osteopathic physicians and surgeons. 
the direction the Council, the legal department has 
rendered opinions and suggestions several county so- 
cieties this subject. Without going into detail, one 
typical example may mentioned. osteopathic physi- 
cian and surgeon practicing California community 
contended that had legal right practice hos- 
pital operated the community the municipality, and 
threatened bring suit against the city authorities 
unless was permitted send his patients the hos- 
pital and practice therein. The county medical society 
requested our assistance, and, after examination 
various decisions throughout the United States, sub- 
mitted written opinion which the county medical society 
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turn submitted the city attorney. our opinion 
reviewed cases arising other states which has been 
held that osteopath osteopathic physician and 
surgeon may denied the privileges public and private 
hospitals the hospitals desire. After this opinion was 
furnished the city attorney and the attorney for the 


osteopathic physician and surgeon, all threats sue were 
discontinued. 


Another matter which should mentioned the case 
Jordt vs. State Board Education, which now pend- 
ing before the Superior Court Sacramento. this 
action osteopathic physician and surgeon suing the 
State Board Education for the purpose requiring 
grant him health and development certificate, 
that may qualify school physician under the Cali- 
fornia School Code. the request the Attorney- 
General and the direction the Council, this office has 
kept touch with the case and has submitted several 
briefs and memoranda authority the Attorney- 
General’s office. The Attorney-General, who represents 
the State Board Education, demurred the complaint, 
but the demurrer was recently overruled and the case 
now ready for trial. 


The Humane Pound Initiative—The Humane Pound 
Initiative, which was decisively defeated the last general 
election November, 1938, occasioned considerable activ- 
ity the part the legal department. the direction 
the Council, analyzed each the terms and provi- 
sions the Humane Pound Initiative and prepared 
opinion its legal features, which was forwarded the 
Society for the Promotion Medical Research. From 
time time, the request various county medical 
societies and individual physicians, further analyzed 
the initiative, and prepared and submitted various ex- 
planatory opinions with respect its provisions. addi- 
tion, your general counsel and his associates did everything 
their power aid the defeat the measure. 


San Francisco City Employees’ Health Insurance Sys- 
April, 1938, after the Health Service Board 
the San Francisco City Employees had adopted plan for 
the rendering medical care, the City and County Con- 
troller refused pay over salary deductions the Board 
until the legality the charter amendment creating 
health service system had been finally determined. There- 
upon, the Health Service Board commenced mandamus 
proceeding the Supreme Court entitled “Butterworth 
vs. Boyd.” the direction the Council, the legal de- 
partment followed closely the progress this case with- 
out appearing therein behalf any the parties 
thereto friends the Court. From time time 
reports were made the Councilors and officers the 
Association with respect the status the case; and 
when the Supreme Court, September, 1938, decided that 
the charter amendment was constitutional and enforce- 
able, analysis the Court’s opinion was prepared and 
furnished the Association. 


Taxation—For many years the California Medical As- 
sociation, being nonprofit, scientific and educational 
association doctors medicine, has been held exempt 
from most the great number taxes levied Federal, 
State and local governments. the past few years many 
new taxes have been added Federal and State govern- 
ments, and there has been definite tendency eliminate 
tax exemptions. 

September 1938, the Commissioner Internal 
Revenue the United States, formal ruling, revoked 
the exemption granted the California Medical Asso- 
ciation many years ago from income, capital stock and 
excess profit taxes. The existing exemption was based 
the fact that the California Medical Association non- 
profit organization devoted scientific and educational 
purposes. The Commissioner, revoking the prior ruling, 
stated that the Bureau Internal Revenue had changed 
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its mind, and longer considered the California Medical 
Association scientific and educational organization. 
new ruling was immediately issued granting the 
fornia Medical Association exemption from income, capi- 
tal stock and excess profit taxes the ground that the 
Association “business league.” The net effect this 
ruling was leave the Association’s exemption from in- 
come, capital stock and excess profit taxes undisturbed, but 
for the first time subject the Association Social 
Security taxes, both Federal and State. 


After reviewing authorities and considering all the 
surrounding circumstances, the legal department recom- 
mended the Council that acquiesce the new ruling 
the Commission Internal Revenue and commence 
payment Social Security taxes under Title VIII the 
Social Security Act and under the California Unemploy- 
ment Reserves Act. 


October, 1938, both the Federal and State govern- 
ments for the first time contended that the California 
Medical Association was liable for Social Security taxes 
not only from and after the date the business league 
ruling, but also for the years 1936, 1937 and the first nine 
months 1938. That say, retroactive effect was 
sought given the business league ruling. This 
decision was immediately disputed and formal protest 
was submitted the Commissioner Internal Revenue. 


March 13, 1939, the legal department was informed 
that the Treasury Department has decided that the Asso- 
ciation must pay tax plus penalties for the period during 
which the Department’s prior ruling granting exemp- 
tion was full force and effect. Needless say, this 
decision considered erroneous. 

Various written documents, including protests, briefs 
and memoranda, have been prepared, and number 
hearings have been held before Treasury Department 
officials. 

addition, both the Federal and State governments 
are now contending that all officers the California 
Medical Association, including Councilors and committee 
chairmen, are the “employees” and subject payroll 
taxes. our opinion, this view contrary the law and 
are, behalf the Association, protesting the de- 
partmental rulings. 


Malpractice the past year the legal 
department has all times been available those mem- 
bers the Association who have desired information and 
advice with respect the legal form and legal effect 
malpractice insurance policies. great many members 
have availed themselves the services this department 
this regard, that during the year many opinions have 
been prepared and submitted the subject malpractice 
insurance. addition, the legal department keeps touch 
with the various surplus line brokers representing 
underwriters and the American companies this field, 
order protect and guard the interests the medical 
profession. 


Medical Service October, 1938, most the 
time your general counsel and his associate, Mr. Has- 
sard, has been devoted, first, assisting the special com- 
mittee the Council appointed prepare medical serv- 
ice plan, and second, after the action the House 
Delegates Los Angeles, December 18, 1938, the han- 
dling and solution the multitude legal problems in- 
volved incorporating and organizing California Physi- 
cians’ Service. Pursuant the direction the Council, 
the legal department has all times been available 
those officers and members the Association who have 
been charged with the duty effectuating the medical 
service plan, and since the organization California Phy- 
sicians’ Service the legal department has carried out all 
instructions received from the board trustees that 
organization. The immense amount work involved 
formulating medical service plan voluntary monthly

prepayment basis can, perhaps, best expressed stat- 
ing that the preparation the various documents fur- 
nished the House Delegates its special meeting 
Los Angeles constituted only small portion the neces- 
sary research and labor undertaken. 


Legislation—At the direction the Council, the legal 
department has prepared several bills for introduction 
the Legislature and, addition, has prepared amendments 
number bills introduced other organizations 
and groups. Your general counsel and his associate have 
attended each meeting the Committee Public Policy 
and Legislation, and have all times endeavored assist 
the committee carrying out its arduous and difficult 
duties. Over two hundred bills have been analyzed for the 
committee, that the Association and its members may 
informed with respect the nature all legislation 
relating the field medicine now under consideration 
the California Legislature. addition, various memo- 
randa and opinions have been prepared and submitted 
the Committee Public Policy and Legislation regarding 
pending legislative measures. 


Miscellaneous—During the past year opinions have 
been requested and furnished dealing with such subjects 
disciplinary procedure, the extent the power the 
Medical Society over admissions membership, legal and 
ethical aspects group medical practice, the power 
cities impose license taxes physicians, the legal effect 
medical and hospital indemnity insurance policies, the 
extent the power hospitals regulate those who 
may practice therein, and many other things.

larger groups who have ample clerical force and enterprise 
make these objections rare and almost unknown. 
would seem that certain information, educational 
character, should disseminated either locally the 
State educational group, which would considerabie 
value the younger older men who desire this 
particular class work, especially those located the 
metropolitan and industrial communities.

arguments have many juries shown themselves be, 
evidenced heavy verdicts for plaintiff patients, that 
several casualty and insurance companies, who formerly 
operated California, have entirely withdrawn from the 
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state. For the same reason, the premium rates the 
remaining companies have not only been greatly increased, 
but the amount coverage indemnity has been con- 
siderably lessened. 

true that part this may due the psychology 
the times—the desire the part many persons 
try get “easy money,” that is, money without working 
for it; but, addition, another factor the type 
patient enumerated above, with indiscreet physician, 
who consciously unconsciously had spoken out turn 
unnecessary disparagement colleague, combina- 
tion with attorney-at-law willing, contingent basis, 
enter suit, costs were covered. These, many 
past malpractice cases that have occupied the time 
courts, all continue operate. 

Which emphasizes the merit the plan vogue 
some the New England, and also some the Pacific 
states, that any case threatened malpractice suit, 
special committee physicians calls before all phy- 
sicians who have seen the patient making the complaint, 
and all physicians whose testimony was apt called 
for court; possible instrument great value mem- 
bers, both the legal and medical professions.

The survey also shows that about per cent the 
nonmembers fall the advertising quack classification 
and are not eligible. About per cent are independents 
malcontents and would not join under any conditions.

The Committee has felt that clinical rather than 
didactic lectures are the programs choice for post- 
graduate conferences. The Committee realizes that there 
are certain members the California Medical Association 
who will not embrace the opportunities for postgraduate 
conferences which are offered them. However, the op- 
portunities will available, and they are not taken 
advantage of, then those men will lose who not embrace 
them.

The venereal disease control program administered 
the Bureau Venereal Diseases, State Department 
Health, has continued expand during the past year. 
There has been increasing codperation the part 
physicians private practice and general approval the 
control measures that have been adopted. 

The number cases syphilis reported has continued 
increase. This illustrated the following figures 
provided the State Department Health: 1936— 
11,725, 1937—17,282, 1938—23,313. There has been marked 
expansion clinic resources. Treatments for syphilis 
administered clinics during the past three years are 
follows 1936—206,185, 1937—301,185, 1938—458,138. The 
number clinic centers where treatment available has 
been increased the past two years from 110. Dur- 
ing the past year there has been expansion clinic facili- 
ties Los Angeles City and the following counties: 
Imperial, Santa Barbara, Monterey, Santa Cruz, Fresno, 
Contra Costa, San Francisco, Sonoma, and lesser degree 
other counties. 

Sufficient drugs for 427,611 treatments were distributed 
free private physicians the State Department 
Health during 1938. 

There are now twenty-four full-time health departments 
taking care per cent the population the State. 


PRE-CONVENTION BULLETIN 


Through funds provided the State Department 
Health, twenty-one physicians received postgraduate train- 
ing venereal disease control the Curriculum Public 
Health the University California during the past 
year. Ten conferences syphilis were held before county 
medical societies. Pamphlets pertaining diagnosis and 
treatment syphilis were mailed the State Depart- 
ment Health approximately 5,000 physicians. 

Public Health laboratory services have been rendered 
more available physicians private practice for tests 
indigent and marginal patients. mailing dark-fiela 
service was inaugurated the State Laboratory.

The preliminary education usually demanded least the 
equivalent four-year high school course, plus one 
two years liberal arts work, such are given the 
freshman and sophomore years state university course. 
Certainly, that not too much ask, and nothing less 
should accepted state. 

Had not the State Humane Pound Act initiative thrust 
itself into the foreground the November, 1938, state 
election, more than probable that initiative petition 
for Basic Science law would have been submitted the 
people that time. This subject has been repeatedly dis- 
cussed CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN during the 
last ten years, and the April, 1938 Pre-Convention 
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Bulletin, page 51, given list references arti- 
cles upon the theme which have appeared the OFFICIAL 
Members, consequently, who 
should consult the bibliography found there. 

The California Medical Association House Delegates, 
years gone by, have authorized the Council proceed 
with Basic Science initiative, but each time unforeseen 
contingencies have arisen prevent the carrying out 
these instructions. 

Since the next state election will held November, 
1940, and the preparation initiative law and the neces- 
sary securing signatures task requiring months 
thought and effort, suggested that the House Dele- 
gates, the Del Monte session May, 1939, will indicate 
its wishes this most important matter. The files the 
Special Committee, whom was delegated this study dur- 
ing the last ten years, will turned over whomsoever 
placed charge, because the plans will need much con- 
tinued thought and work.

Monterey, romantic capital old California from 1776 
the end 1849—and facto from 1770 1776—was 
the political and social center the vast empire Spain 
and Mexico that stretched from the Rockies the 
Pacific and from the Oregon line the Rio Grande and 
the Gila. 

Though many interesting buildings from Colonial days 
have disappeared, more have survived than any other 
city the Far West—a half-hundred, many surrounded 
their old gardens. Thus Old Monterey “where America 
began the West” takes the aspect national monu- 
ment.

Royal Presidio Chapel San Carlos Borromeo 
Monterey. Founded June 1770, become the Mission 
church the port, became instead the church for the 
Spanish colonists and soldiers.

Site Washington Hotel. First hotel California. 

Robert Louis Stevenson House. Old “French 
where Robert Louis Stevenson spent the fall months 
1879 room the second floor, facing west. Wrote 
“Vendetta the West,” essay “Thoreau,” blocked out 
“Amateur Emigrant” and “Prince Otto” the old house. 
Descended the stairs the west side take his dinners 
with Jules Simoneau, the old French philosopher, who was 
also famous cook. His restaurant was 
famous Robert Louis Stevenson through his gratitude 
his kindly benefactor. Only remaining house the West 
occupied Robert Louis Stevenson. 

First American Capitol west 
the Rocky Mountains. part now occupied the Cham- 
ber Commerce building.

12. Casa Amesti. One the finest examples Old 
Monterey domestic architecture. Built the early 
Don José Amesti for his daughter wedding gift when 
she became the bride James McKinley. 

13. Casa Torre. (Adobe Gift and Book Shop) the 
“Green Adobe.” was the home and court Alcalde José 
Joaquin Torre, who held office when the Americans 
captured the Old Capitol. 

14. Stokes House one the distinguished old adobes 
the brave, gay days when California was young. Built 
the Doctor Stokes. Many famous were 
held its large sola, mostly cascaron bailes. 

15. The adobes, diagonally across the street, 
adorn Main Street (Calle Principal the days before the 
Gringo came). 

16. The “House Four Winds” derived its name from 
the weather vane its roof. Built Thomas Oliver

Oliver Larkin for his residence and his merchandise store, 
the entrance the latter Jefferson Street. From 1842

The house was the rendezvous for all English-speaking 
foreigners, particularly Americans, from the late and 
the scene notable hospitality. The house now owned 
and occupied granddaughter the astute American 
The gardens, surrounded characteristic tile- 
topped stone wall, are enchanting. 

19. Colton Hall was ready for occupancy the spring 
having been built the Rev. Walter Colton, Yankee 
alcalde, from the proceeds fines gamblers and wine- 
bibbers, together with the proceeds sales town lots. 
was designed for meeting-place (upper floor) and for 
school purposes. Here was that the First Constitution 
California was written—September October, 1849. Re- 
cent research, however, has proved that was not the first 
American Capitol California.

Home sister Tiburcio Vas- 
quez, Monterey’s own bandit. Originally one-story adobe. 

22. Gordon House. Built early milled lumber 
brought from Australia. 

23. Casa Torre. Built for Don José Joaquin 
Torre, alcalde the Old Capital. 

24. Casa Serrano was built Don Florencio Serrano, 
alcalde under the Mexican régime. Still owned the 
Serrano family. (Now 

25. Merritt House large formal garden (next 
church). Built Judge Merritt the 

26. Casa Soberanes, “House the Blue Gate,” easily 
identified. was built the early Mexican regime Don 
Felicano Soberanes, who married one the beautiful 
daughters Don Ignacio Vallejo. Restored present 
owner. 

27. Henry House, where Miss Lou Henry became the 
bride young Herbert Hoover. 

28. California’s “First Theatre.” Built Jack Swan 
(who came Monterey 1843) for lodging house and 
saloon for sailors like himself the adobe has experienced 
variety scenes—resort for whalers, saloon, and the 
first building California where admittance charge 
was made for theatrical performance. The first troupers 
were made members Stevenson’s New York Regi- 
ment while garrisoned Monterey 1848. Owned the 
State California and administered the State Park 

29. Casa Oro (House Gold). Adobe where miners 
during the gold-rush days used leave their pokes for 
safekeeping. 

30. Casa Verde. where Charles Warren Stoddard wrote 
many his California stories and poems. passed his 
last days the Parshley house Larkin Street, between 
Franklin and Scott. His grave the old Monterey 
cemetery Estero.
